When the final reco rd-breaking .statistics o n co unty 
fair attendance in 1948 are co mpiled, it will be a lo ng 
time befo re anyo ne will bro o d abo ut the health o f this 
ancient Institutio n again.

Like o ther institutio ns with lo ng histo ries, the fair 
had reso urces o f v itality that were fo o lishly under­ 
estimated during the depressio n years. The city rube 
and the co untry slicker and v ice v ersa hav e been turn­ 
ing o ut by the millio ns during the bo o m years. The 
1948 fair seaso n, when it ends in Octo ber, will turn o ut 
to be the best ev er. 
The mo re fairs hav e changed since they began in 
the days o f Baby lo n, Tyre and Ninev eh, the mo re they 
hav e been the same Baby sho ws, ho rse sho ws, beauty 
co ntests, v audev ille acts, airplane displays are o nly 
the mo dern trappings o f a fundamental urge to get 
to gether fo r the exchange o f ideas and co en o f the 
realm. The entrepreneur with so mething to sell and 
the custo mer with so mething to buy wo uld hav e to in­ 
v ent the fair fo r their co mmo n co nv enience if the in­ 
stitutio n weren't already in existence. 
Pairs hav e been mo re numero us in the United States 
than in any o ther co untry because o f the free enter­ 
prise system. They hav e languished when times were 
bad, flo urished when times were go o d. At the climax 
o f the fair seaso n in 1948. no qne is wo rrying abo ut 
what is go ing to happen to them. They will keep getting 
bigger and better in ratio to the rising rate o f Amer­ 
ican enterprise and pro ductiv ity. 


Behind Clo sed Do o rs 
There has been a rev iv al o f secret diplo macy In Eur­ 
o pe. no tably at Mo sco w where o nly v ague hints are 
fo rthco ming as to what has been happening at the 
Kremlin co nferences. The Lo ndo n discussio ns o n the 
Italian co lo nies also are pro ceeding in secrecy. These 
are steps away fro m the "o pen co v enants o penly ar­ 
riv ed at" po licy Americans demanded after Wo rld 
war I. 
Reaso ns fo r the current secret diplo macy are o b­ 
v io us The Mo sco w discussio ns are repo rted pro ceed­ 
ing witho ut bitterness o r bo mbast because the Kremlin 
spo kesmen hav e no fo rum hi which to o rate. The west­ 
ern press has been silent because there isn’t much to 
be said. News o f the Italian co lo nies discussio ns has 
been suppressed because it might to uch o ff rio ting in 
the affected territo ries. 
The traditio n o f secret diplo macy is o ld. Metter- 
ntch. Talleyrand. Gladsto ne, Bismarck and Carv our 
weren’t in the habit o f taking the public into their 
co nfidence. The united Natio ns was suppo sed to end 
such behind-the-scenes co nniv ing, but the turn o f 
wo rld ev ents has made it co mmo n practice again. 
Nev ertheless, the United fits tes, with a diplo matic 
traditio n bequeathed by Benjamin Franklin, eyes sec­ 
ret diplo macy askance, remembering that the fine type 
in the agreements signed at Teheran, Yalta, Cairo and 
Po tsdam is causing plenty o f tro uble to day.

Structure in Abdo men 
There is a’ structure in the abdo ­ 
men kno wn as MeckeLs’ div erticu­ 
lum which functio ns o nly 
befo re 
birth as what is kno wn as the v i­ 
telline duct. Ho wev er, it remains 
co nnected with the bo wel and so me­ 
times beco mes diseased. Such a dis­ 
turbance causes no sympto ms o ther 
than blo o d in the sto o l, and neither 
physical examinatio n no r X-ray 
will rev eal its presence. 
Ano ther cause o f blo o d in the 
sto o l is an ulcer in the first part o f 
the small intestines. This is also dif­ 
ficult to diagno se ev en with X-ray 
examinatio n, but a small amo unt o f 
blo o d in the sto o l sho uld make the 
do cto r suspect its presence. 
In eg nee r o f the large o r small 
bo wel, blo qd is usually present in 
the sto o ls. In fact it was fo und to 
102 (Hit o f 110 cases studied. 
Cancer o f the sto mach may also 
cause blo o d to appear to the Sto o ls 
In mo st instances. 
The test fo r blo o d in the bo wel 
mo v ements is a chemical test winch 
is easily carried o ut to but a few 
minutes’ time. Tablets hav e been 
made up carrying the reagents nec­ 
essary fo r making the test. These 
tablets can be carried aro und to the 
do cto r’s bag and the test made In 
the patient’s ho me, the do cto r’s o f­ 
fice o r in the labo rato ry 
When blo o d ts fo und in the sto o ls, 
a rectal examinatio n sho uld be 
made. Such an examinatio n may be 
v eal abno rmal co nditio ns no t dis­ 
co v ered In o ther ways.. It has betn 
po inted o ut that in nearly half o f 
the cases o f cancer o f the 
large 


co urse, as a part o f this examtna 
tio n a test sho uld be made fo r the

Brisken of Maple st., should know. 
Dave, an Army veteran and Salem 
mail carrier, used his accumulated 
vacation plus some extra time to re­ 
visit the English village of Down- 
ton, Wiltshire, where he was sta­ 
tioned for six months during the 
war. It was there th at he met May 
Gilbert, who became his wife. 
First Visit Home 
This is the first visit Mrs. Brisken 
has made to her native land since 
she came to join her husband some 
two and one-half years ago. They 
took back with them an addition to 
the family, 20-month-old Patricia 
Ann. 
Here are some of the things they 
had to say about their trip: 
They left on the Mayflower clip­ 
per from LaGuardia field May 17, 
and In 13 and one-half hours a r­ 
rived 
at 
London 
airport, 
went 
through the customs and were met 
by her father, Fred Gilbert, who 
drove them some 60 miles to the 
family home in Down top. 
Downton has some 1200 citizens, 
grade 
a n d 
secondary 
schools, 
churches and a pub. 
(After strict 
examination you can go to High 
school in a town seven miles away.) 
The army camp as it was during 
the war is defunct, but a civilian 
population has taken 
over. 
The 
property is government-owned and 
no 
trespassing 
is 
allowed, 
but 
‘squatters” just moved in. The bai- 
racks ajre now occupied by some 20 
families. Due to a complicated state 
of affairs, they don’t even pay rent! 
Before her marriage, Mrs. Brisken 
kept house for her father, who is 
the village gamekeeper, and two 
brothers, Ronald and Percy. Her 
father hopes to come to America 
to visit in two years. 
In these days of m eat shortages 
and in view of the fact th at m ut­ 
ton is practically the m ain m eat 
dish on the English menu, the Bris- 
kens were glad th at they 
had 
a 
gamekeeper in the family. They 
could vary their diet with rabbit 
and other game such as duck and 
pheasant in season. 
Shoe rationing here is a thing of 
the past, but the Britishers just re­ 


cently were freed of th at hardship. 
Incidental items are not rationed, 
but the im portant necessities to ev­ 
eryday living are under rigid con­ 
trol. Candy is limited to one pound 
per person a m onth, and gum is 
hard to find. 
The villagers have their gardens 
and chickens, and there they have 
tlie advantage of the city dwellers. 
They either can or dry food for the 
winter, but freezers as Americans 
know them are practically unheard 
of, for the price is prohibitive. For 
w hat we would pay for a 
large 
freezer in the United States, they 
could buy only the very smallest re­ 
frigerator. 
The most surprising news of Eng­ 
land Is the fact th at television is 
much more commonly In use than 
here. Television sets are popularly 
found in most homes. 
After horse racing, the national 
pastime of most Britishers, 
they 
find their entertainm ent in cricket 
and football. 
The game of darts is much en­ 
joyed, with great rivalry among the 
various teams th at a town might 
boast. 
If you w ant an interesting 


game of darts, talk to Dave for he 
made a championship team during 
his three months stay. 
Took in Olympics 
Th$ highlight of the 
Saleinites 
trip, not to mention the thrill of the 
flying over and back, was the first 
two days of the 
Olympics. 
They 
witnessed the athletics and the bas­ 
ketball games. 
T he itinerary of the sightseeing 
by bus included Stratford-on-Avon 
(Shakespeare), the Cheddar caves 
where the original Cheddar cheese 
is made; Southampton. Bournmouth 


(the Englishman’s A tlantic C ity),’ 
Peterborough, where 
they 
visited

Tito Promotes Two 
Party Lieutenants 


LONDON. Sept. 1—Premier Mar­ 
shal Tito tightened his 
grip 
on 
Yugoslavia 
today, 
promoting t o 
greater power his trusted govern­ 
mental and party lieutenants, Ed­ 
uard Kardeij and Alex ander Ran- 
kovic. 
Stanoje Simic, the non-Commun­ 
ist foreign minister, was replaced. 
Vice Premier Kardeij was . pro­ 
moted from chairman of the con­ 
trol commission to foreign min­ 
ister. 
Rankovic, who heads Yugoslavia s 
police, now b ecomes a Vice Premier. 
He remains interior minister. 
Kardeij and Rankovic were sing­ 
led out with Tito b y the Russian- 
dominated Cominform as arch foes 
of the Moscow line in Yugoslavia. 
The shifts were announced in a 
decree of the ruling presidium of 
the Yugoslav National Assemb ly, 
which put into effect a “reconstruc­ 
tion of the Yugoslav Government.” 
The decree was b roadcast from Bel­ 
grade b y Tanjug, the official Yugo­ 
slav news agency.

discourage night-flying insects. 
There’s no magic in the yellow 
b ulb , b ut according to lighting spe­ 
cialists insect pests are less attracted 
to a yellow lamp than to a white 
b ulb of equal wattage. Availab le in 
b cth 60 and 100-watt 
sizes, 
the 
b ulb s have a glass coating which is 
“fix ed” on the b ulb so it won’t wear 
or wash off. 
Dr. Matthew Luckiesh, director of 
lighting research lab oratory at Gen­ 
eral Electric’s Nela Park in Cleve­ 
land, suggests that you might want 
to put up two lamps, a white one 
at a distance and a yellow one 
nearb y whenever you need light 
outdoors at night.

Despite New Bug Killers, 
Hig h Lo ss To Farmers 
Is Inflicted

Chemical society bv Dr. H. L. Hall­ 
er and Ruth L. Busbey of the Agri­ 
culture deportment, said, in effect, 
that while farmers have the neces­ 
sary ammunition to fight the pests, 
they’re not using the spray gun oft­ 
en enough. 
Haller and Miss Busbey addressed 
the opening of the 114th national 
meeting of the society, the world’s 
largest 
professional association of 
scientists.

In their prepared paper, they said 
great progress has been made in re­ 
cent years in the development of 
synthetic 
im an-m ede) 
compounds 
which are highly effective against 
both agricultural and disease-tear­ 
ing insects. 
Among them are DDT, benzene 
hexachloride, Shlordan and chlor­ 
inated camphene. 
The report said some other syn­ 
thetic compounds had allowed more 
economic use of the im portant nat 
ural insecticides—the pyrethrins— 
which are derived from a plant of 
the Chrysanthemum family. 
The pyrethrins long have been bad 
news for bugs, but they’ve had to be 
imported and they’ve been expen- 
ive. 
Among compounds found 
useful 
for extending the pyrethrum supply 
are sesamin, plperonyl cyolonene, 
piperonyl butoxide and propyl isome 
How cattlle fed on diets deficient 
In copper develop p. disease resem 
bllng human arthritis was described 
by Dr. George K. Ehvis of the Uni 
verslty of Florida Agricultural Ex­ 
periment station.

Charles Beard, U. S. 
Historian, Succumbs 


NEW HAVEN, Sept. 1—C harles A. 
BeaW, 73, the noted historian, died 
today in Grace-New Haven com m un­ 
ity hospital 
T he historian, author of some 30 
b ooks on American history, had b een 
a patient at the hospital since Aug 
2 His physicians. Dr. M arion How­ 
ard and Dr. Ashley W. Oughterson, 
said his death was caused b y aplas­ 
tic anemia. 
B eard’s m ost leoent b ook, pub ­ 
lished only last April, stirred up 
considerab le controversy. 
It 
accused the 
late 
President 
Roosevelt of secretly an d delib erate­ 
ly instigating w ar 
b etween 
the 
United States and Japan and G er­ 
many, and questioned w hether the 
results of the 
war justified 
the 
m eans Beard said were employed. 
The b ook outraged followers of 
President Roosevelt, b ut the m onth 
after it was pub lished JJi, Beard was 
awarded the gold m edal of the n a ­ 
tional institute of arts and letters. 
While Beard in this b ook employ­ 
ed his powers of analysis to in ter­ 
pret 
hindsight, he and his 
wife. 
Mary, who collab orated on five of 
his works, exhib ited foresight when 
they pub lished “The Rise of Amer­ 
ican Civilization” in 19 27. 
This b ook, w ritten six years b e­ 
fore the phrase “new deal" b ecame 
a b y-word, predicted tha t the n a ­ 
tion was due to see a sociological 
movement much like the one which 
was carried out under the Roose­ 
velt adm inistrations. 
O ther b ooks b y Beard included 
"an economic interpretation of the 
constitution,” 
“American 
n 
Policy In the M aking,” “America In 
M id-Passage,” “The Development of 
Modern Europe.” 
"The Economic 
Basis of Politics,” and “A Basic H is­ 
tory of The United S tates.” 
Beard was b om Nov. 27, 1874 near 
Knightstown, Ind. 
He was graduated in 189 8 from 
DePauw university, and two years 
•tier married the form er M ary R it­ 
ter of Indianapolis.
